BONHAM STRAND FIRE 
INQUIRY. 


INSURANCE ‘FIRMS AFFECTED 
BY BLAZE, 


The inquiry into the cause and 
origin of the disastrous flre which 
occurred in the carly hours of the 


i morning of January 12 at 134, 


Bonham Strand, and reaulted in the 
almost total destruction of the 
building nnd loss of poods belong- 
ing to a medicine shop on the 


| ground floor, stated to amount to 


$100,000, was continued before Mr. 
Schofield nt the Contral Magis- 
tracy yesterday afternoon, 

Mr. R. A. Wadeson appeared for 
‘tho insurance Companies affected. 
Mr. Hin-shing Lo, inatructed sinoe 
the first sitting, watched the’ pro~ 
ceedings in the interesta of the Po 
Sang Hong, the firm concerned, 

Mr. J. RR. Fitzhenry, a Fire 
officor, told the Court that the whole 
building, particularly the upper 
Portion, was on fire like a torch 
when he reached the scence. By 
that time .two applinnces were at 
work, or were getting ready to 
work. 

Owing to the danger to sur- 
rounding property, n “District call” 
had to be aent back to Hend- 
quarters. He got on to the roofa 
uf the two buildings on either side 
of the burning buflding, frdm which 
positions he could observe that the 
fire was more intensive in the rear, 
where a party wall separated the 
kitchena, with openings from each 
floor, The floors colinpsed very 
soon after the firat two applances 
got to work, whether duc to the 
fire or to the weight of the goods 
thereon, he was not certain, 


Fire Severe at Back. 


An additional delivery was direct- 
ed on the burnings building from a 
window af the building adjofning 
jt on the east side. After the fire 
had been to some extent subdued 
in the main portion of the building, 
it was necessary to go to the back, 
where the fire was still burning. 
Afterwards, when the flre was 
under control, he made an inspec- 
tion and could observe that the con- 
tents of the first and third floors 
were not too severely damaged. 
The second floor was empty. 

Witness later came down, and, 
by that time, the floora had col- 
lapscd and nothing could be done. 
Ile made two subsequent — visits 
after the fire, and gathered the 
impression that the reason for the 
fire being so severe was probably 
the fact that a wooden staircase in 
the rear had created a fie through 
which tho firy shot up to the roof. 
Having seen some of the debris he 
was inclined to think that the col- 
lapse of the floors had been hasten. 
ed by water having been absorbed 
inty the stock of medicine on the 
Moors, increasing: the lond. 

Yim Lun, accountant of the shop, 
slated that the fokis had a hot bath 
before turning in that night. for 
which reason there was a fire burn- 
ing well after the usual meal-time. 
He did ‘not, however, observe any 
burning fire when he himself turn- 
ed im vetween 1 and 2 am. 


Rude Awnkening. 


Sametime after 2 am. he was 
awakened by a foki, and observed 
smoke ind flames in the building. 
Falling objects could be seen, drop- 
ping down the airshaft, through 
the window of his room. 

Witness instantly deveted him- 
aelf to eveaping frony the burning 
Luiidinge and, after jumping over 
the counter in the shop, he gained 
the street, where he shouted to 
people to raise the alarm. He then 
telephoned to the master of the 
premises, informing him of the out- 
break. In his calculation, witness 
aaid that the Fire Brigade was not 
on the scene until 10 to 16 minutes 
after he had rushed into the street. 

Kwok Hau-yiu, master of the tea 
business on the first floor, said that 
he had been in charge of the con- 
cern for the past 13 years but had 
been In the Business for 30 yenrs, 
Ne retired at mid-night and as far 
aus he could see at the time every- 
thing was in order. He was 
aroused by hie fokis and found that 
the ground floor was on fire with 
flames coming up ‘the staira,

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MEDICAL WORK 
IN CHINA. 


H.K. UNIVERSITY MAN’S 
EXPERIENCES. 


A most {interesting addreas on 
medical work in Chinn was given 
by Dr. T. Pp. Wu, of Kuling, 
Kiangau, who gradunted from 
Hongkong University some three 
years nyo after which he went into 
the interlor of China, at the 
eleventh general meeting of the 
University Medical Saciety yester- 
day, under the Chairmanship of 
Professor Gerrard. 

Dr. Wu has been doing great 
work among the poorer classes, 
espocially in -Kaling, where he is 
connected with a Missionary Hos- 
pital, and has nleo done private 
practiee, 

Ife dwelt on the great need for 
qualified doctors and nurses in the 
interior, and dealt with -his ex- 
perlences os Medical Superinten- 
dent. of the General Hospital and 
Sanitoriun at Kuling, referring 
to the ract that there were in China 
miuny poorly trained Chinese 
doctors und = also pseudo doctors, 
with the result that he did not 
obtain | proper recognition from 
tome of ‘the foreigners when he 
first arrived. ‘a 

With regard to his own com 
patriots, he had to face their super- 
stition and their strange 
psychology, by which to them every 
foreigner must be clever and every 
Chinese must de a fool! 

Dr. Wu referred to slackness 
which he found and hed to over- 
come, adding : 

“Patients often woud demand 
the distnfssal of thin or that em- 
ployee, and it was my duty (o en- 
force discipline. On top of it all, 
the last) Chinese doctor of the 
Mission Woxpital and Sanitorium 
was arrested, manhandled, and put 
into prison for the loss of one of 
his patients, who huppened to be 
the wife of a military man. This 
happening has caused medical men 
and women to usc extra care and 
precaution in Kuling.” 


Great Care Required. 


Dr. Wu produced a document, 
which he said, the patient or re- 
latives now had to sign, exonernt- 
Ing the doctor fron: linbility in the 
event of death. He related one 
amusing incident when a patient 
ndded, “N.B., If wrong medicine 
given, this does not hold good."'— 
(Laughter). 

Dr. Wa dealt with the great im- 
portance of studying surgery and 
the value of soup and water, fresh 
air. and. tophine. 

He commented, “The superst!- 
tions and beliefs of ia patients 
would do eredit to the clientele of 
an African witch doctor. The 
greatest nids to henlth, incidentally 
also the cheapest, namely fresh air 
and water, are neglected, and, in 
sicknest, are regarded a8 danger- 
ous.” 

Dr. Wu dealt in some detail with 
tuberculosis cases, being the most 
important part of the work at 
Kuling, explaining how they were 
trented and how an attempt, was 
to educate patients in the 
matter of thetr Hving, work and 
location after leaving hospital.

JAPANESE REPLY. 


Mr, N. Sato, the Japanese Am- 
bassador to Belgium, who has 
stepped into Mr. Yoshizawa's 
shoes at the Lengue Council, in 
n long and reasoned reply to Mr. 
Yen, detailed the position in Man- 
churla and emphasized, that the 
occupation of Chinchow was only 
provisional, 


He deelared that Japan would 
uphold the policy of the Open Door 
und had no terriforal ambitions, 
The Japanese Government 
determined to make Manchurin a 
place where Chinese and Japanese 
and other nationals could develop 
peace and security. 


Constant Change of Excure, 


Mr. Yen briefly replied and 
argued that the Japanese were 
constantly changing their grounds 
for justifeatlen of their occupn- 
tion, In the first place, it) was 
the attuck upon the raflway.

Exhaustion of Remedies! 


Mr, Yen concluded by appealing 
to the Council for adequate re- 
cognition oof Chinese riyhts, 
China appreciated the destrability 
of working for a solution under 
Article Eleven, but) the necessity 
for proceeding fo the exhaustion 
of all rights and remedies avail- 
ale under other Articles of the 
Covenant was becoming — daily 
more pressing. 


Mr. Sato expressed regret that 
the question of resorting to other 
Articlea had been raised in this 
niinner on the eve of the Disar- 
mament Conference. 


He strensed the “absurdity” of Mr. 
Yen's suggestion that Japan had 
effectively occupied two hundred 
thousand square miler of Manchuria 
with a mere 25,000 men. 


He added that Manchurin was 
stil Manchuria, The Chinese 
population was atill there and like- 
wise the Chinese authorities in 
many: towns, It was only the 
Chinese administration that 
had suf 5 @ ex 
plained the, position of Chinchow 
and the reasons for the Japanese 
advance. , . 


- He further expressed regret 
that the first proposn! of Mr. 
Wellington Koo, namely, to with- 
draw all Chinese troops within the 
Great Wall had ‘fallen through. 


Japanese Complaint. 


The Japanese troops withdrew 
from the Chinchow Zone but when 
they. were constantly and 
persistently attacked by irrerulara, 
regulars, police, volunteera, and 
bandits no other course but occu- 
pation was open to the Japanese 
Commander-in-Chief, 


The occupation of Chinchow 
was the logical and’ inevitable 
outcome of the aggressive provocn-

“IN FAVOUR OF GROUND | 
BEING ACQUIRED. 


The culmination of the indefatigable 
work of the Honorary Sccretary (Mr. 
C. P. F. James) and members ‘of the 
Executive Committee of the Hong. 
kong Lawn Tennis Association was 
achieved last evening, when an ex- 
trnordinary general meeting of the 
L.T.A. ngreed to resolutions for the 
incorporation of tho Association, the 
jonuing of a debenture list and the 
acquiring of a ground for the pur- 
pose of ataging Aeeal championship, 
Interport, exhibition and other com- 
petitive tennis matches. 

The President (Mr. R. E. Lindsell) 
was in the chair, in his introductory 
remarks anid the purpose of the 
mecting had been made very clear 
by the notice which had been 
elreulated to all members. Ho thought 
Jt had been apparent for some time 
por that a Jarge number of People 
ulerened in the development of Jawa 
of the 


tennis in the Colony were 


T opinion that a strong governing 57.1v 


should manage the open events such 
ar Interpert, exhibition and chan. 
Pionship matches. 


Uniformity Necessary. 


Under the . present system — there 
were five different open champlon- 
ships all managed and run mort ex- 
cellently by four different clabs. At 
the sume time he would give one ex- 
ample which showed the need for 
more uniformity in the conducting of 
these cvents, Last year: the open 
Men's Championship orgunised by the 
Tlangkong Cricket Club was “seeded”, 
whereas the aren Ladies Champlon- 

op, run by the Ladies Recreation 
Club, wan not txecued. It was only 
a small, matter, but tt showed there 
was o lack of uniformity of the clubs 
running the different championships. 

He thought he could say that the 
LTA. could never achieve the renal 
predominance as an governing bedy in 

Colony unless it had a ground on 
which to stage the important com- 
petitive and exhibition matches. 


Position in’ England. 

. In England, the Lawn Tennis As- 
sochetion bad no ground of itn own, 
and wan quite an independent entity 
from that of the All-Englund Lawn 
Tennis Club. In Eagiaad, ot course. 
conditions were somewhat different 
to what existed in Hongkong, yet the 
L.A. had achieved a’ position such 
as that occupied by the MLC.C. In re- 
gard to Cricket and St. Andrew's 
with regard to Golf. He thought 
that neither Ceylon nor Malaya An- 
svelations had grounds of their own, 
while Shanghal had one stand court 
in the grounds af the french Club, by 
arrangement with that club. 

He was sure that the acquiring of 
a ground by the Hongkong L.T.A. 
would not only help the Ansociatlon 
but would be of groat benefit to the 
players. The increasing popularity 
of the gnme In Hongkong and the 
nee! of more courts. was growing 
almost daily. Unlike some of tha 
prophets, he was inclined to think 
that the City of Victorin would _re- 
maln for muny years to came the hub 
of the Colony, and were it passible 
to obtain a ground on the Island in 
some central position it would bea un- 
wise to look further. But the epen 
spaces on that side of the harbour 
were all occupied and they had had to 
look further afield. Thanka to the 
tudefattynble wark of the Seeretary 
and the Exceutive Committee, a piece 
of Innd in Chatham Ron, Kowloon, 
clase to the children’s recreation 
ground, had been discovered, and they 
felt that it wis not a bad picee of 
innd. 


Ife hed heard a certain objection 
rained to it, that it was rather expos- 
ed, but he thought they should remem. 
ber that this had not been experienced 
on courts adjacent, while they also 
contemplated growing n bamboo fence 
nround the ground to shelter it dur- 
Ing the monsoon season. 

Mr. [Andastl then proposed that the 
first resolirtion, that the L,T.A. ne- 
quire a ground, be approved. 

Mr. Lots Appeal. 

Mr. M. K. Lo seconiled, aml ex: 
pressed regret that the attendance of 
members was smallor than anticipat- 
od. Ho hoped all affiliated clubs and 
members would appreciate that while 
the Execeutive Committee naturally 
regarded It their duty to do what It 
cour] to promote tennis In accordnnce 
with tho constitution of the Axssocia- 
tlun, it vax necersary for thon to 
rely on the whole-iearted support ane 
co-operation of the members. . 

If any ef the mombern had any 
objection to the projects put forward 
by ‘the commiltee, ab was thelr duty 
to offer them and to give gaidnnee to 
the committee. While some of them 
thought that It wus @ very good 
opportunity lo nequire a ground, 
muny othera might not agree with tho 
scheme, and it wax far better that 
they should aay xo then, than to allow 
it to go forward and then fall ta give 
the necessary support.

THE TARIFF TANGLE. 


So far as its fiseal policy is con- 
verned, Britain may now be said 
fo have a Conservative -Gavern- 
ment in power, That, stripped of 
all pretence, ls the meaning of the 
rather sensational developments 
over the tariff issue, The Con. 
servatives, oceupyingg a dominant 
position in the Government, are 
insisting: on full-blooded = Protec- 
tion, not a mere emergency tariff, 
but a complete reversal of the 
country’s traditionad fiseal potiey. 
At lenst four members of the 
Cabinet. three Libérals and one 
Tebour, oppose the Government's 
decisions, and not only are they 
likely to exprens their diaugree- 
ment in Parliament; they may 
rven do so in speeches outside the 
House. Yet, so fur from resign. 
inst their posts, they ure to remain 
in office, for the sake of preserving 
what is termed "nitional solidity”. 
The situation ia peculiar and 
paradoxical, to say the least. 

There ts, of course, no rule com- 
pelling Cabinet Ministers to throw 
in their hands when they dia- 
agree with their colleagues, but 
this is the unwritten law, especial- 
ly when, as in the present in- 
stance, the divergence of viewpoint 
is on 2 major question. We could 
understand the dissentionts agrec- 
ing to cnrry On, under the some- 
what unusual circumstances in 
which the National Government 
was returned to power, and in 
view alav of the abnormal condi- 
tions still prevailing, if there were 
a definite understanding that the 
proposed tariffs took the form of 
emergency legislation, but in fact 
it is believed thaf they are to bo 
permanent in character. That 
being the case, we have a situation
